Standard Oil Company Guilty. 

The verdict against the oil trust at 
Findlay, O., was the more unexpected 
because the judge had ruled out evi- 
dence of rebating by its agents. since 
it could not be proved that the com- 
pany had authorized such acts. The 
jury was out thirty-two hours before a 
verdicé could be reached, as three at 
first stood for acquittal: The attorney 
for the defendant moved for a new 
trial. The penalty is a fine of from $50 
to $5,000 or imprisonment from six to 
twelve months. It is the first time that 
a state has proceeded against a mo- 
nopoly by information and affidavit in- 
stead of by grand jury indictment. Of 
course the case will be carried up to 
the higher courts. ~ .

000,000 fortune left by the late William 
Weightman of Philadelphia to his 
daughter, Mrs. Anne Walker, which 
was begun by her sister-in-law, Mrs.

New York Central Guilty. 

In the United States circuit court a 
New York the trial of the New York 
Central Railroad-company and its gen- 
eral traffic .manager, Frederick L. 
Pomeroy, on the charge of giving re- 
bates to the American Sugar Refining 
company in 1903 and 1904 on west- 
bound sugar shipments resulted in a 
verdict of guilty. The case for the gov: 
ernment was presented by District At- 
torney Stimson, Judge Holt presiding. 
Letters were put in evidence showing 
that Lowell M. Palmer, head of the 
traffic department of the sugar trust, 
had asked the railroad for an eighteen 
cent rate where the regular tariff was 
23 cents per hundred, because other- 
wise the big Detroit dealers, Edgar & 
Son, threateged to make their ship- 
ments by canal. to Buffalo; also that 
Pomeroy in reply agreed to the cut 
rate and to the making of refund by 
voucher. 

The company and Traffic Manager 
Pomeroy were each found guilty on 
six counts. Judge Holt sentenced the 
former to pay a fine of $108,000 and 
the latter one of $6,000. 


Kansas Antitrust Suit Begins. 
Assistant Attorney General Jackson 
of Kansas has begun criminal proceed- 
ings against the International Harvest- 
er company on fifty counts. for the al- 
leged violation of the state antitrust 
law. This law provides that the vio- 
lator may be fined from $100 to $1,000 
on each count and that the fines would 
go into the state school funds. All the 
counts are based on the exclusive con- 
tract features and of the contracts is- 
sued to agents by the accused com- 
panies.

Owing to the conflicting character of 
expert evidence brought to bear in the 
trial of Dr. Frank Brouwer of Toms 
River, N. J., on the charge of having 
murdered his wife by slow poisoning 
and also on account of the emotional 
sympathy for the accused man, whose 
mother and two children awaited his 
return home, an unusual amount of in- 
terest was taken In the case by the 
public. The jury rendered a verdict 
of not guilty after being out a little 
over an hour. Dr. Brouwer’s own tes- 
timony had proved the strongest card 
for the defense,. The presumption of the 
man’s innocence was based upon the 
theory that his. wife had died from 
ptomaine poisoning as a result of some- 
thing she had eaten. 

New York Gas Decision. 

The New York state court of appeals

Root’s Impressions of Panama. 

In a letter to President Roosevelt Sec- 
retary of State Root gave his impres- 
sions of the condition of the Panama 
canal work.

ParkHurst’s Novel Church. 

The new Madisoa Square Presby- 
terian church at New York which has 
been erected on the opposite corner 
from where the old one stood, the lat- 
ter being torn down to complete the 
great Metropolitan Life Insurance 
building covering the entire block, 
was dedicated last week, the sermon 
being preached by its twenty-five year 
pastor, the noted reformer, Dr. Park- 
hurst. The structure itself is unique, 
being of buff brick upon a base of 
white marble. The thirty foot columns 
of its classic portico are of pale green 
granite, andthe whole rectangular 
structure is surmounted by a gilt 
dome. Within, there is nothing of the 
dark and somber effect commonly asso- 
clated with church interiors. Green 
and oak are the prevailing tints, and a 
broad flight of marble steps léads to 
the seats, while the pulpit and reading 
desk are on eithen side of the platform. 
The walls are of stucco, and there is a 
gallery on three sides.

Clemenceau French Premier. 


The retirement of M. Sarrien as pre-. 


mier of France was announced official- 
ly Oct, 19, and M. Clemenceau, min- 
ister of the interior, was asked by 
President Fallieres to assume the pre- 
miership. M. Sarrien’s resignation was 
tendered on the ground of ill health.

Fire Destroys Historic Homestead 


A very destructive fire occurred in 
West Andover last Friday afternoon 
when the entire set of buildings owned 
by Albert A. Hardy were burned to the 
ground together with a large stock of 
farming tools and haywhich were stored 
inthe barn. ‘The origin of the fire is 
not definitely known but it is thought 
to have started in the barn from spon- 
taneous combustion. This is the only 
cause that can be ascribed and it will 
probably never be known definitely 
what the real cause was. 

The fire started in the barn shortly 
before three o’clock and had gained 
great headway when discovered by Mrs. 
Hardy who was at work in the house. 
Mr. Hardy was in the cider mill at the 
time and he at once rushed to the tele- 
phone and notified the local department. 
Box 52, situated at the engine house 
was pulled in and in a short time the 
ladder truck was on the way to the 
scene. It was along hard run of over 
four miles but it was made in 25 minutes. 
On the arrival it was seen at once that 
nothing could be done to save the prop- 
erty from complete destruction, the 
barn having already been entirely des- 
troyed, and the roof of. the house being 
ready to fall in. 

At the first appearance of the fire 
many of the neighbors rushed to the 
scene and assisted in removing the furni- 
ture and household effects and in this 
way nearly everything was saved. The 
barn was about 40x50 and was well 
constructed. There was no livestock in 
itat the time. The entire loss is esti- 
mated at about $3000 and it is partially 
insured. 

The property was one of the land 
marks. of the West district, it being well 
known as the old Shattuck place.

President Hutchins of* the Detroit 
United railway, which controls the 
street car system of that city, announc- 
ed that he would put into effect the 
rates of fare provided by the proposed 
new franchise on which the voters will 
pass at the coming elections. The 
rates are ten tickets for 25 cents dur- 
ing the five hours of the day when 
workingmen ride and six for 25 cents 
during the other nineteen hours. 

New York Campaign. 

The battle for the control of the New 
York state government is being waged 
with increasing ,fierceness on both 
sides, and no quarter is asked or given. 
Both Hearst and Hughes are stumping 
the state in what is known as whirl:

Hearst is making the most of the fact 
that the leading financiers of the state 
and the heads of the great trusts and 
corporations are unanimously support- 
Ing the Republican nominee.

Wage Raise For Trainmen. 

‘All trainmen in the service of the 
Philadelphia-Reading Railway com- 
pany have had their wages voluntarily 
advanced ly the company from 5 to 
more than 8 per cent. About 60,000 
men are affected, and the increase will 
cost the company $200,000 per year. 
The advance was recommended by the 
operating department as something 
which the men deserved and the com- 
pany was able to pay. 

Split of Industrial Workers. 

The convention of the Industrial 
Workers of the World at Chicago was 
under the domination of the members 
of the Socialist Labor party, the leader 
of which is Daniel De Leon of New 
York, and such radical amendments to 
the constitution were made that a 
faction of the’ organization bolted the 
convention under .the leadership of 
General President Charles O, Sherman. 
Although the convention deposed him 
Without regard to the principle of 
referendum, Sherman Issned a circular 


basis of American government rather | 


' to all locals declaring that the execu- 
| tive board would remain in office until 
| matters are straightened out. He has 
tied up the funds of the organization, 
| declaring that he will not turn them 
| over to the newly elected officers until 
! so ordered by a referendum vote of the 
entire body. The per capita tax was 
reduced from 25 cents to 15 cents per 
month, 


Progress of Printers’ Strike. 

» Max S. Hayes, writing of the print- 
‘ers’ strike in the International Socialist 
Review, says that 85 per cent of the 
printers are now working on the eight 
hour basis, or about 40,000 out of a to- 
tal of 45,000. About 5,000 are still on 
strike, and 3,000 either by agreement 
or other reasons have not. joined the 
movement. 

Labor’s Share tn Prospsrity. 

The United States bureau of labor 
has issued a report on the cost of liv- 
ing, wages and hours of labor cover- 
Ing a sixteen year period, beginning 
with 1890 and ending with 1905. The 
figuring shows that, although the 
prices of many staple commodities 
have gone up, the purchasing power 
of average wage for a shorter week’s 
work has risen appreciably. For in- 
stance, comparing the average wage 
per hour in 1905 with that of 1894, it 
appears that there has been an in- 
crease of 21.5 per cent, while the aver- 
age number of hours’ work per week 
has decreased 3.9.. Thus these figures 
show that the average wage earner 
with shorter hours makes 16.7 more 
than he did in 1894. The estimate of 
the cost of food is based upon the 
average family consumption in 2,567 
workingmen’s families. According to 
this, the price of food has increased 
12.7 above 1890 and 9.8 per cent above 
1890. Thus the average wages would 
seem to purchase 7.7 per cent more 
food in 1905 than in 1894 and 8.1 per 
cent more than fn 1890. At the same 
time these statistics show that the 
number employed has increased 42 ‘per 
cent over 1894 and 40.9 per cent over 
1890. Thus the total amount paid in 
wages has been increased 65.7 since 
1894.

Something New In Weeklies. 

The publishers of Everybody’s have 
made their initial bow with a some- 
what novel kind of weekly periodical 
which calls itself “Ridgway’s, a Mili- 
tant Weekly For God and Country.” 
The novelty consists in its being pub- 
lished simultaneously In fourteen cities 
of this country, with a local staff in 
each, and with its news and editorial 
paragraphs edited by telegraph from 
the central headquarters in New York, 
the idea being to supplant daily news- 
paper reading and at the same time 
furnish the customary features of a 
weekly. In policy Ridgway’s aims to 
steer clear of all party or factional al- 
liances. 


Fish Retains Illinois Central. 
President Stuyvesant Fish of the II- 
linois Central railroad routed the Har- 
riman forces in the stockholders’ meet- 
ing at Chicago by retaining control of 
the directorate. From the chair Presi- 
dent Fish denounced Harriman bitterly 
for trying to make the Illinois Central 
the sport of Wall street. William Nel- 
son Cromwell, Harriman’s representa- 
tive, charged gag ruling and accused 
Fish of breaking faith by using certain 
proxies to protect himself. :

Medical Inspection of Students. 
According to the School Journal, it 
is estimated that the expense’ of op- 
erating the new inspection law in Mas- 
sachusetts public schools Is about $25 
per 1,000 inhabitants in. the larger 
cities, but that in smaller places where 
the doctor comes only when sent for 
the expense is $11 per 1,000. The law 
authorizes the sehool board of each 
city and town to appoint a school 
physician or physicians and that the 
sight and hearing shall be tested an- 
nually by the teachers. The expense 
is to be borne by a local appropriation.

William D. McClintock, dean of the 
University of Chicago, announced that 
the faculty had finally de¢ided upon 
complete segregation of men and wo- 
men students and henceforth the aim 
would be two affiliated universities— 

one for women and another for men. 

The buildings for the women’s dorm!- 
‘tory and recitation rooms are to be en- 

tirely removed from those of the men, 
and the students of different sexes will 
never meet except occasionally on the 
campus. The dean says that the uni- 
versity life needs to be more secluded 
and freer from the publicity which is 
now its greatest failing. 

Harvard’s Newsboy Scholarship.

Boston & Maine Will Make General Re- 
duction. Will Charge on Average, Half 
Cent to One Cent Per Mile Leas. 


BOSTON, Oct. 24—In accordance 
with its traditional policy of giving 
the public every possible facility and 
advantage consistent with Its duty to 
the owners of the property, the Bos- 


ten and Maine railroad, on or about 
the first of next January, intends 
making a general reduction in its 
passenger rates averaging one-half 
to one cent per mile. 

This sweeping cut will be entirely. 


voluntary, It has been ordered by no 
court or commission and 1s not dicta- 
ted by any political considerations, 
but.is simply a concession, on the pa:t 
of the road to'its patrons, which it 
hopes is warranted by current busi- 
ness conditions. 

As a result of the proposed rear- 
rangement of tariffs, passenger fares 
in all parts of the road’s territory ty- 
ing south of Bellows Falls, Vt., ana 
Concord and Rochester, N. H., will be 
reduced to a flat two-cent basis.

Ipswich, N, H. 

His college course at Dartmouth, 
from which he was graduated in 1858, 
was followed by a pcriod of teaching, 
first in the Union High school at At- 
tleboro, for one year, then one year 
inthe High school ai Randolph, aml 
from 1860 to 1862, at Peabody, all in 
Massachusetts.» In the second year 
of the Civil war his patriotism ‘rose 
to such a pitch, that he enlisted as 1 
private in the Fifth Massachusetts 
Infantry, a nine months’ regiment, 
and having been elected second lieu- 
tenant of Company C, he served from 
August, 1862, to July, 1863, taking 
part in the battles of Kingston, White- 
hall and Goldboro, all in lyorth Caro- 
lina. When the regiment was muster- 
ed out the officers retained thelr com- 
mission and at the time: of Early’s 
raid on Washington city, they were 
ordered to recruit a new regiment fo. 
100 days, in which Mr. Thompson was 
commissioned first lieutenant In Com- 
pany C. While in this organization h¢ 
served on the staff of Brigadier 
General W. W. Morris of the regular 
army as assistant adjutant general at 
Fort McHenry, Baltimure, Md., unti 
the regiment was mustered out tn 
1864. j 

His military career ended, he came 
to Lawrence and renewed the study 
of law, which he had commenced be- 
fore joining the .100-days’ regiment. 
He studied in the office of the late 
Gilbert E, Hood and W. F. Gile, tne 
firm being Hood and Gile with an office 
at the corner of Essex and Appleton 
streets. He was admitted to the bar 
in 1866, entering at once on the prac- 
tice of law in this city where he has 
been ever since. ° 


At the time of his retirement from 
active. practice he had been in part- 
nership for five years with Albert F. 
King, Jr., under the firm name _ of 
Thompson & King. He was in his 72d 
year of age and his retirement from 
Practice was on account of his pro- 
longed ill health. % 

Judge Thompson served in the com- 
mon council*in 1867, from ward two, 
under Mayor N. P. H. Melvin. The 
late Hon, James H, Eaton was presi- 
dent of the council that year, He also 
served three years on the school board 
from ward two, While in the common 
council he was.a member of the pub- 
lic property committee, under whose 
direction the old High school building 
was erected, and it is to the credit of 
the committee that no extras were al- 
lowed and the cost was kept within the 
appropriation. The present police sta. 
tion was also built under that adminis- 
tration. The old lockup before that 
time was located on Common street, 
near Jackson street. 

In 1898, when the last bankrupt law 
Was passed, he was appointed referee 
in bankruptcy and he was reappointed 
in 1900, serving in that capacity for 
four years. One of the principal cases 
heard by him in that court was the 
failure of the Globe and Prospect mills, 
For a number of years he was associate 
justice of the police court here and 1t 
wag from that_he derived his title. He 
resigned that. office to accept. the. r@ef-, 
ereeship in bankruptcy. 

For 33 years his office was located 
in the Appleton building, at the corner 
of Essex and Lawrence streets. He 
remained ‘alone in the practice of his 
profession until 1898, when Albert F. 
King Jr., who later became his part- 
ner, entered his. office as clerk of the 
bankruptcy court. “” 

During his early practice as a law- 


the superior court for Essex county 
as auditor, referee, or master in equity 
fully 200 cases, in none. of which have 
his findings been set aside and in only 
a very few has any contest arisen over 
his decision in matters of fact, law or 
equity’ in the superior or supreme 
courts. 

Among the cases referred to him 
had been some of great importance 
and public interest. Among then 
was a case involving the law and 
rights of commoners as_ between the 
towns and abutters on the sea in Ips- 
wich and Manchester-by-the-Sea both 
in this state. in both of which cases 
he decided against the towns. In the 
Manchester case the town published In 
full his report in pamphlet form of 
76 printed pages and it. is considered 
the best exposition of the law of New 
England on the shore titles, extant. 

Another case of public interest was 
a suit by the Reading Iron and Coal 
company against ex-Governor Benja- 
min F. Butler for coal delivered by the 
plaintiff for use by the Merirmack 
River Navigation company, which was 
pending in #he Essex county superior 
court for 20 years. The decision by 
Auditor Thompson confirmed by ~the 
court was for the plaintiff. 

In his earlier years he had one of the 
largest practices as a referee or audit- 
or in the country and his fees were

His only 
living child is Marshal P. Thompso)u, 
a graduate of Dartmouth college, who 
is practicing law at 31 State stree’,
